WORK OF IMPROVING THE RIVER 


Lar^e Sums of Money Expended 


On Clearing: Mississippi of 


Snag;s and Sweepers 


'i’ho weather of early April seems to 
have been favorable for work on the 
government dam. 
A good force of men 
is employed, and one notices a change 
in tho appearance of things. Tho abut 
meat wall on the Southside of the river, 
and seven channel piers, covering more 
than half the width of the stream are 
already built. Tho old dam has been 
all removed, the foundation floor is clear 
and men are setting up the big moulds, 
building scaffolds and laying track ready 
to put in the concrete piers of the re­ 
maining part of the dam. 
The shape of the dam, as seen from the 
portion already erected, will he very 
different from anything in this part of 
the state; but in its unfinished condi­ 
tion it is difficult to describe. 
When 


c o m p l e t e d , tho structure will have thir­ 
teen arched sluice-ways, and a wagon 
bridge will cross its top. 
The bridge 
railing will be a concrete wall with a 
lot of small arched openings in it. Short 
pieces of this railing are already built, 
anti they indicate that tire rail wall will 
make a tine finish for the large opening 
below. 
The engineer in charge said 
the 
masonary part of the dam was to be 
2.33 feet long, 21 feet high, and would 
mn ta in about 3,000 cubic yards 
of 
one re to. He expects to have it all done 
by mid summer, and hopes to have the 
work so well advanced that it will be 
out of danger from high water and not 
nterfere with the business of tile lum­ 
bermen. 
He would give me no assur­ 
ance of the time for completion, and 
said he never made assertions as to 
what would be done when his work had 
to deal with the doings of wind or wa­ 
ter. 


MISSISSIPPI RIVER IMPROVEMENT. 
i 
When asked for information about | 
the work of improving the Mississippi j 
river, ho said it was not his business to ! 
furnish such; but since t he report of the ! 
secretary of war had made all such 
matters public, he would outline what 
had been and what was proposed to be 
done. 
By the river and harbor act of 
June, 1902, congress authorized the ex­ 
penditure of 810,000 and later $20,000 
more, for the improvement of the river 
between Brainerd and Grand Rapids. 
In the fall of 1903, work of removing 
over hanging trees, especially, commenc­ 
ed at Grand Rapids and continued down 
to Aitkin, and during the open water of 
1904 and 1905 the work of removing 
snags, etc., by boats was carried through 
from 
Grand Rapids to Fine Knoll. 
At that place freezing weather caught 
the party, tho boats were tied up, and 
the work of cutting over hanging tim­ 
ber was continued by men living in tents 
and working on the ice and river banks, 
as far down as the sluicing boom, nine 
miles above Brainerd. 
The 
channel 
work will be done by the boats, down to 
the same place after tho river is clear 
of ice. 
In this work, there have been 
- cleared, 48,646 ovt*r h a n g i n g trees, 34,- 
486 bushes, 2,457 snags and 27,688 logs. 
Over hanging trees and bushes consti­ 
tute what the river men call “sweepers;” 
a “bush” is any tree less than six inches 
in diameter. 
Logs are not supposed to 
belong to this work, but where the 
snags and large, low sweepers are, tho 
logs accumulate and must be moved be 
fore the real obstruction can be reached. 
After the timber work is done, it is 
proposed to do something to protect the 
caving banks, and to prevent tho river 
from making “cut-offs” and forming new 
channels to tho detriment both of the 
farmer and navigator. 
The work was begun at Grand Rapids 
because between there and Aitkin lay 
tho stretch of river of most practical 
consequence 
to tho present navigator; 
and moreover, tho removal of timber 
from a river is, in most cases, more 
ecconomically done by working down 
stream. 
As to the utility of the work and the 
value of its cost to tho state, these all 
depend upon the use people make of the 
stream. 
The 
United States 
congress, like 
Providence, is apt to help those who try 
to help themselves. Congress has shown 
its faith in the probable good of the 
river by making appropriations for it. 
Further 
appropriations will 
depend 
largely upon what the people of tho 
counties bordering the river will them ­ 
selves do—there is a good stream, sot 
tiers now in and those coming need it for 
the transportation of supplies and pro 
duce, and these combined make the op­ 
portunity, 
will the business men of 
Brainerd and other centers of trade rise 
to the opportunity? That is the ques­ 
tion.
